You will note from the statistical table on the last school 
year that the average attendance was rather low. This to a 
large extent was due to a more than normal amount of ill- 
ness for that year and to the fact that several families mov- 
ed out of town. Several scholars attended more than one 
school so that the actual registration was 78 boys and 85 
girls, a total of 163, with a total average attendance of 
112.9 or a percentage average of 69.3. The principal 
reasons for this low average have been explained above but 
it is also caused to some extent by pupils being kept out of 
school when it was not absolutely necessarv. Parents 
should realize that when schools are in session that the town 
is under an expense to maintain them and that keeping a 
scholar out of school is just so much waste of money. It 
lowers the efficiency ot the whole school and last but not 
least is a direct handicap to the pupil himself. 

As faras possible an attempt has been made to retain the 
same teacher in a school for the entire year as there is a 
considerable loss in the efficiency where it is necessary to 
make a change. This is not possible in all cases due to the 
comparatively low wages paid. Because of the increase in 
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wages in other lines of work and ihe increased cost of living 
we must increase the wages of teachers if we can expect to 
maintain even the present efficiency of the schools. 

The usual eye and ear test bas been given and the parents 
notified where necessary. me 

I find that very few parents visit the schools. This 
should not be so. It is desirable that the parents visit often 
as it is the only means by which parents may have a cor- 
rect personal knowledge of the efficiency of the teacher and 
the school work. Helpful and constructive criticism and 
suggestions are invited at all times. — 


Text Books 
The present supply’ will have to be increased to a slight 
extent the coming vear, but the usual appropriation with 
the balance unexpended will I believe be adequate. 


Repairs 

The general repairs have been made as usual throughout 
the town such as plastering repaired, banking of school- 
houses, new seats purchased. Under a special appropria- 
tion the Ford school has been put into excellent condition. 
It now has new sills, floor, ceiling and windows. The old 
benches were taken out and replaced with modern desks. 
There was more or less painting done and the walls were 
papered. 


Financial Statement 


You will note from the financial report on common 
schools that there is an overdraw of $443.00. This is due 
in part to the overdraw of last year of $175.21. and to the 
fact that the schools were not entirely finished last year, and 
about $100.00 of the previous year’s expenses came from 
thix year’s appropriation, er a total of about $275.00. This 
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gives an actual overdraw on this year’s account of about 
$168.00. 

The high school account shows a good balance, and I 
think there is no need for an appropriation for the coming 
year. | 

I think that we can get along with an appropriation for 
text books of $100.00, and $100.00 for supplies which is 
somewhat less than formerly. The repair account being 
overdrawn $37.70, it will require about $150.00 to cover 
this overdraw and the needs of the coming year. 

My recommendations tor appropriations are as follows: 


Common scbools $3100 
Text books 10U 
Supplies 100 
Repairs 150 
Total $3450 


The amount asked for is about $700.00 more than last 
yearaltogether, but is due principally to the overdraw in the 
common school account. This will allow tor an average in- 
crease of only about two dollars in teachers’ wages which I 
believe will be necessary in order to secure teachers for the 
next year.
